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Rehabilitation Client Makes 
Good When Given ‘Chance;’ 


Clears $500 In Two Years 


Starting the year 1936 with noth- 
ing at all and winding up the 
year 1937 with assets conserva- 
tively estimated at $500.00, to say 
nothing of what was consumed 
during that period of time, makes 
a record any farmer should be 
proud of, Mr. Willie Richards, 
rural rehabilitation client, in an 
interview with The Clipper ‘Tues- 
day morning, modestly told of how 


he just took advantage of the 
‘chance’ that was given him to 
make srood, and had achieved this 


record by diligent effort, 

Mr, Richards, well known in the 
Sand Hill community, several miles 
South of Elba, formerly was ‘mill- 
er’ at the Thomas Mill, There 
are seven in the Richards family. 
He has been afflicted with rheuma- 
tism for several years and is bad- 
ly stooped from the disease, With 
this handicap and other misfor- 
tunes the family had a pretty hard 
tyme, “At the beginning of 1936 
we didn't hardly have a change of 
clothing, much less anything else. 
Then the opportunity came for us 
to get on the rehabilitation farm- 
ing program, and we started out 
with the determination to make 
good, It is really the only chance 
we have ever had,’ said Mr. 
Richards. 

Mr. Richards cultivated 21 acres 
on what is known as the Moody 
place during 1936, using a steer, 
His indebtedness to the administra- 
tion for the year was $251.00. At 
the close of the year he had paid 
back $220.00 of that amount and 
had food enough for his family 
and stock and some to spare, 

Beginning 1937 with better pros- 
pects, Mr. Richards bought another 
steer and has succeeded in making 
a record far above the average for 
any kind of farmer. This year 
he has produced the following 
crops: 

3 bales of cotton. 

10,742 pounds of peanuts. 

7 tons of hay. aa 

200 bushels of corn, 

120 bushels of potatoes. 

65 gallons of syrup. 

900 pounds of dry peas. 


The family has maintained a 
good garden during the year, and 
109 quarts of vegetables and fruits 
have been pu. up to help out this 
winter's food supply. A $10 press- 
ure cooker was added to the fam- 
ily's assets during the canning 
season, 

Two milk cows and calves, twen- 
ty hens, one brood sow, seven 
shoates for the family meat supply 
are also listed with the family 
holdings, together with a supply 
of farm tools, all in good condi- 
tion. Mr. Richards’ 1937 loan 
amounted to $280.50. He has paid 
this in full and has an abundance 
of feed stuff, more than enough to 
supply him for another year. Fact 
is, he says that if he just had 
some “grease” to help season his 
vegetables and other food with 
that he could almost get along 
without buying any food, and that 
he will not need much help for 
another year, 

So determined was the family 
to make good that they have 
taken advantage of every opportu- 
nity, and when the time could be 
spared from their crops they help- 
ed neighbors in gathering and have 


added to their income in this man-| 


ner. Four of the Richards children 
are now in school and everything 
looks brighter for the future. 

There are no doubt many other 
rehabilitation clients in the county 
who have made good records, but 
we doubt a better one can be 
found, especially considering the 
circumstances such as surrounded 
Mr. Richards. 

Mr. J. H. Wise is farm super- 
visor and Miss Patty Kroell is 
home supervisor, under whose di- 
rections Mr, Richards and his fam- 
ily worked suring the year,

New York’s Queerest Rich Family

The Wendels were one of New 
York's richest families 
estate holding's were once value 
at a hundred million dollars. Yet 
they loved to cling to the past, A 
bachelor brother and his spinster

sisters lived in a house that had 
been built when Abraham Lincoln 
was still an unknown prairie law- 
yer out in Illinois. I walked past 
that house when it was being raz- 
éd, and saw workmen carrying out 
zinc bathtubs and marble wash- 
Stands that had been in use ever 
since the days of slavery. 

The Wendels used gas for light- 
ing because they believed it was 
easier on the eyes than electricity. 
They had no use for radios, for 
dumb waiters, for elevators, or 
automobiles. The only modern im- 
provement in the house was a 
telephone; and that was installed 
only two days before the death 
of the last of the Wendels, so that 
the nurse could call a doctor 

The Wendel House was a sed 
at only six thousand dollars; yet 
the lawyer often pointed out to 
the family that it was costing 
them a thousand dollars a day to 
live in a six-thousand-dollar house, 
That was true because the land 
on which it stood was worth al- 
most four million dollars, and the 
interest on that amount, plus the 
assessments and taxes, amounted 
to about a thousand dollars a day 

But in spite of all this wealth, 


the Wendel family lived in the 
past. 
John Gottlieb Wendel died in 


1914. Up to the time of his death, 
he had all his suits of 
copied exactly from a suit he had 
purchased at the end of the Civil 
War. The suit was kept in the 
same box in which it had been 
delivered forty years earlier, and 
he had eighteen copies of it made 
at one time He wouldn't 
eny fabric that had been dyed; 
so when he wanted a black suit 
he’ got the wool from a firm in 
Scotland which supplied him with 
wool shorn especially from black 
sheep. 

He carried an umbrella, 
shine, winter and summer. 

He had one straw hat which he 
wore year after year until it lit- 
erally fell apart, but at the be- 
ginning of each season, he had it 
varnished a bright, new, shiny

These twenty-five Armories that 
have been completed during the 
past two years have not cost the 
State a penny.

000 and when the full program is 
jcompleted will have contributed ap- 
proximately one and a half million 
dollars. The securing of this Fed-

1935 creating the Alabama Armory 
Commission, 

The location of these Armories 
jfand the amount contributed to each 
by the Federal government fol- 
lows: Florenee, $25,000; Athens,

$25,000; Huntsville, $60,000; Gun- 
tersville, $25,000; Albertville, $25,- 
000; Gadsden, $65,000; Jackson-

Among the findings based on those 
reports were said to be several of 
a startling nature insofar as air- 
craft is concerned. 


It was said the Spanish war also 
has given military officials a chance 
to observe the performance of fight- 
ing aircraft designed and built by 
the great powers of the world, and 
to compare the efficiency of design, 
armament and speed with similar 
American craft. 

The tiny, darting pursuit planes 
have demonstrated, in the Spanish 
civil war, time and time again, it 
was said, their ability to overcome 
the heavier, but potent bombing 
craft. 

Carrying small sized bombs and 
machine guns the little ships are 
able to perform deceptive maneu- 
vers around the more cumbersome 
“flying fortresses'’’ and evade the 
heavier armament while disabling 
the larger craft with sprays of ma- 
chine-gun fire and the small bombs. 


Then, too, it was pointed out, the 
pursuit planes are particularly val- 
uable in harassing concentrations of 
troops on the ground by demoraliz- 
ing them with machine-gun fire. 


Army Orders Fast Ships. 


Army officers here said the les- 
sons of the Spanish war already 
are being put to use in this country, 
with the army having placed or- 
ders for what were described here 
as the ‘‘fastest pursuit planes in the 
world." 

Eighty-five of these little fighters 
already are under construction at 
the Seversky Aircraft corporation 
in the East, it was said. 

Then, too, the army, according to 
officers here, has developed what is 
known in military circles as the 
XFM-1. This plane, the officers say, 
is capable of “overhauling any air 
target thus far constructed." 

This new XFM-l carrics a crew 
of five men. Is operated by pusher 
rather than tractor propellors—a

HOUSTON COUNTY TO ENTER 
TOBACCO GROWING INDUSTRY 


DOTHAN, Ala., Oct, 21,--Hous- 
ton County has ambitions of be- 
coming a fine tobacco growing 
center, 

Thirty-six farmers have agreed 
to plant a total of 144 acres of 
bright leaf cigaret tobacco as an 
experiment in 1938. 

Arthur Ussery, of the chamber 
of commerce agriculture commit- 
tee, said a demonstrator would be 
retained to direct planting of the 
crop, and other farmers are ex- 
pected to join in the experiment. 

Ussery said the 36 farmers who 
have agreed to plant an average 
of four acres of tobacco each as 
& supplement to cotton were lo- 
cated in all sections of the county, ; 
and their soil will be inspected by 
the demonstrator to determine if 
it is suited for this product. 

County Agent C. M,. Ling also 
is cooperating in the diversifica- 
tion program,
